WASHINGTON, Aug. 5—The Standard 


Oil company and its methods are hadled 
vitliout gloves in the Intent oil industry 
eport of Herbert Kuox Smith, coramis- 
ioner of corporations, to lie submitted to 
'resident Roosevelt tomorrow. The prca- 
nt report deals with prices and profits. 
t is accompanied by a letter from Mr. I 
Jmith to thu President, in which the 
commissioner makes a scathing summary 
if the facts found in the report. 


1.1 concluding his letter JIv. Smith 


gives a resume of 
the facts he holds 


jroved—facts which make the Standard 
Ml appear in a more unenviable, light 
nan ever. 
_____ 


Bitter in Denunciation, 


"The following fuels arc proved," says 


Mr. Smith, us the climax of his letter. 
'The Standard has not reduced margins 
luring the period in which it has been 
responsible for the prices of oil. During 
the last eight years covered by this re- 
port (1808 to 1005) it has raised both 
jricea and margins. Its domination has 
lot been acquired or maintained by its 
superior efficiency, but rather by unfair 
competition and by methods economical- 
y and morally unjustifiable. The Stand- 
ard has superior efficiency in running its 
own business-, it hits an equal efficiency in 
destroying the business of competitors. 
It keeps for itself the profits of the first 
and adds to these the monopoly profits 
secured by the second. Its profits are far 
above the highest possible standard of a ' 
reasonable commercial return, and have 
been steadily increasing. 


"Finally, the history of this great in- 


dustry is a history of the persistent use 
of the worst industrial methods, the ex- 
action of exorbitant prices from the con- 
sumer, and the securing of excessive pro- 
fits for the small group of men who over 
a long series of years have thus domin- 
ated the business:' 


Half Billion Dividends. 


The report deals in great detail with 


the entire question of the prices of the 
crude oil, the prices of the various man- 
ufactured products, the margin between 
these two prices and, finally, with the 
profits of the oil industry to the Stand- 
ard. It is shown th.it the total amount 
of dividends paid by the Standard from 
1882 
to 1006 was S">r>U'22,OCM.50, or an 


annual average of $22,077,000. The av- 
erage amount of trust eirtiticates or 
stock outstanding during the period was 
$01,434,574. The dividends thus aver- 
aged 24.15 per cent last year. 


The report gOL>s on to state that the 


dividends were much loss than the total 
earnings .

Thrown in Water Last Night—Birth 


' May Have Occurred on Lake Beat— 


Appearances Show Neither Physician 


. or Midwife had anything to do in Case. 


The police • were given a mystery, to 


solve this morning, when John Santry 
discovered the. body of a full grown in- 
fnnt floating in the lake at the Goodrichd 
dock. The body was that of a. boy and 
from all appearances had been murdered 
before being, thrown into the water as 
there are a number of red marks about 
the throat which would indicate that it 
had been strangled. While the marks do 
not appear as though they 
had been 


caused by fingers a cloth may have been 
wrapped 
around the ' throat and then 


pressure brought on it. 


Tho body it that of a male child with 


light brown hair and all of the features 
are perfect. 
The police began work on 


the cas^at once but so far they have not 
been able to fathom the mystery as there 
are no clues on which to work/no articles 
of clothing being found. 


Thrown in Last Night 


The body was without doubt thrown 


into the lake last night and by a. Racine 
person. Whether it was done by a man 
or a woman cannot be stated, but the po- 
lice, expect to ascertain this withjn a 
short time if the leust clue can be found 
to work on. The body was inside of the 
enclosure, which protects the Goodrich 
warehouse 
from the seas. It was not 


thrown into the lake or river outside 
of that protection for the reason that it 
would be impossible for the body to wash 
in between the piling which is very close- 
ly driven. It must have been thrown in- 
side the enclosure where it was found 
That it was thrown in last night no one 
doubts as the body.was not rigid in the 
least and did not liave the appearance of 
having been in the water more than a 
few hours. 


Milwaukee Peaple Suspected 


Some persons and the police too, are 


working on the theory 
that the child 


may have been born on one of the Good- 
rich boats which were in port last night. 
It might in this way have come from 
Milwaukee or Chicago as there are boats 
from both places which enter here every 
evening. This theory of the case seems 
to be far-fetched as a case of this kind 
would not occur when it would be easy 
to throw the child from the boat before 
it entered the harbor. There are abund- 
ant opportunities of that kind afforded 
while the boats arc in the lake nnd a per- 
son intent on commiting such a crime 
would not take the chanee of being dis- 
covered throwing the body into the lake 
a'ftcr a landing had been mode for the 
reason that the boat crew is usually on 
the dock and there are a number of pas- 
sengers w-ho might 
discover 
the 
act. 


The most reasonable theory seems to be 
that the child was born here and dis- 
posed of by a Racine pernoQ. 


No Physician's Wrok. 


The mother of the child was never re- 


lieved by a physician or a midwife, as 
a bungling "job was done. There are sev- 
eral things about the body which would 
tend to show that, if any outside as- 
sistance was secured by the mother it 
was not by person of any 
experience. 


Tho police, however will consult every 
doctor and midwife in the city nnd en- 
deavor in this way to eecurc a clue of 
aome kind. If the child was born within 
the last few days then the mother must 
be in the city and will likely be compel- 
led to secure medical aid or suffer ser- 
ious, and perhaps fatal consequences. 


Bom Some Days Ago 


This morning Dr. H, J. Brchm per- 


formed 
an 
autopsy at the morgue of 


Baycrman & Krug. Ho found that the 
child had never breathed at least for no 
long time. The lungs had the appoarance 
of having been unused so it appears that 
the child was strangled at birth. 
The 


lunge did not float when placed in water 
as they would had they been used to 
breathing. The physician could not state 
how long it was since the child had been 
born but gave as his opinjun from the ap- 
pearance of the body it might have been 
several days ago.

In the official hearth bulletin yesjter- 


day, Health Commissioner Evans, 
de- 


clared that a few centuries will see Chi- 
cago an Adumless Eden. 


Dr. Evans draws his conducing from 


the death rate in Chicago for 20 years 
and especially in the last seven months, 
when five members of the stronger sex 
lied for every two of the fairer. 


Dr. Evans makes the startling state- 


ment, that during the last seven months 
of 1007 in Chicago about 12,000 men suc- 
cumbed, as compared to 8,000 women. 


He say* that in the last year, the ra- 


tio of difference in the death rate be- 
tween men and women has been 30 as 
against less than 10 par cent twenty 
years ago. 


Causes of Death Rate. 


The cause for this is attributed by tho 


physician to the strenuous life. 


Contribittary causes are the quick 


lunch, constant, exposure, and careless- 
ness.

"The men," he says, "are living at a

PIONEER DEAD 


Lucius Otis Whitman of Burlington, 


Aged 87, Came to Thb County 


in 1836. 


FIRST 
RESIDED 
IN 
ROCHESTER. 


At That Time Racine Only 
Contained 


Twelve Buildings and Chicago Had 2,- 


500—Portion of His Memoirs Read at 


Old Settlers' Picnic, 


After a residence of over 70 years in 


Racine county, Lucius Otis Whitman, of 
Burlington, 
one of the most widely 


known of the old settlers of the county,' 
died at his home in Burlington, Thurs- 
day evening, aged 87 years. -Mr. Whit- 
man had been in poor health the past- 
four months, and the past month-failed 
rapidly. 
The funeral will take place 


from his late home at 2 o'clock Sunday 
afternoon, Rev. II. F. Yale conducting 
the services, with interment in the fam- 
ily lot in the town cemetery. 


During his residence in this county, 


Mr. Whitman witnessed its transforma- 
tion from an unsettled rolling prairie in- 
to a valuable farming district, dotted 
with cities and villages and all of great 
value. 
His death is sincerely mourned 


by residents in all sections of the county. 


Twelve Buildings in Racine. 


Mr. Whitman was born in Hiram, 0. 


June 5, 1S20. In 1836, with his parents 
he came to Racine county, where he has 
since made his home, at first residing m 
Rochester township. Racine at that time 
contained only twelve buildings, and the. 
onlv building between here nnd Roches- 
ter'was n log cabin, where Ives Grove is 
now located. 
After taking up a claim in 


Rochester, Mr, Whitman and his parents 
returned to Racine county to live, eettl 
ing in a log cabin and taking up their 
life in true frontier style. 
Chicago .a- 


that time was a town of 2,300 inhabi 
tants, and gave no promise of becoming 
the great metropolis of the west. 
At 


that time Indians nnd wild animals wen 
numerous in the vicinity and Mr. Whit 
man only recently told of seeing as many 
as fifty deer grazing on the prairie, nea: 
what is now Union Grove. 


Survived By Wife. 


On Feb. 12, 1846, Mr. Whitman wa 


united in marriage with Miss Charlott 
Marie Soule, also of Rochester, the cere 
mony being performed at Honey Creek 
She "now survives him. To this union 
five children were born, as follows: Mrs 
M. 15. Wightmnn. who

In 1850, attracted by the dis- 
covery of gold in California., he crossed 
the plains with his brother-in-law. Ben- 
jamin Soule. He remained in California 
for about two years, returning by way of 
Graytown. Central America. He returned 
to Burlington in 1S02 nnd located in thai 
city, whero he has resided ever since, 
l-'or a number of years he engaged in 
his business as a carpenter and joiner, 
but for the past few years has lived a 
retired life. Mr. Whitman during recent 
yeiirs took the greatest interest in the 
Old Settlers' society and his loss will 
be strongly felt by the other members 
of the society, as well us by residents of 
the community.

The day may come when the present 


method evolved perhaps out of the very 
necessity 
of 
restraining 
corporative 


creed and securing bettor terms, that by 
means of a state law and a state com- 
mission, may be set aside for something 
much better. A something that could 
just as well be adopted in the first place, 
The first consideration is that all com- 
mi^ions sooner or Inter become demoral- 
ized as successive administration ot pol- 
itics debauches it. Tho second consid- 
eration is that the scat of trouble is m 
the franchise in the fir-l place. 
T he- 


third consideration is the gi-iieral hick 01 
desire or of willingness on the part ol 
the stole and local authorities to enforce 
even such requirements us to charter or 
franchise require*.

In nuyiiig his respects to Secretary 


Taft while addressing Ilia Chautauqua 
audience at Bellefontninc, Ohio, Senator 
Koruker referred to the secretary being 
in favor of tariff revision and sarcastic- 
ally asked his large audience who had 
flv-'embled to be entertained, as to where 
would Mr. Taft begin in revising his 
schedules. Of course this was supposed 
to be n complete answer, argumentative, 
exhaustive, and leaving nothing further 
to bo said.

curriers may not always report as to the 
renl conditions of the roads within then- 
districts.

There 
are complaints the carriers put up with 
too much, and only reject a. route or 
part of a route under renl necessity, but 
their duties in fact arc to report bnd 
nnd defective roadways and thus make 
good the promises made, in the earlier 
days of the rural free delivery service. 
If carriers were not so lenient the results 
would surely bo to give a fine system of 
public roads to the country. 


This will not o' course be the result 


very speedily as things ore going on now, 
for'too much is to put up with by the 
carriers. 
Xcw regulations should be is- 


sued requiring all rural carriers to make 
monthly reports as to the real condition 
of the'roadways in their districts and 
the government to notify county govern- 
ments where attention is needed, and 
notifying unless conditions aVu remedied 
promptly the. service will be discontin- 
ued. It'is expected public sentiment will 
force reluctant county officials to act 
and do business. Probably 
one result 


will be county officials will tuvn the 
matter over to the road districts, but 
some authority must take effective ac- 
tion, and temporary repairs be made, 
but with the insistent government and 
carriers, permanent, improvements will 
surely follow and such must follow if 
the people really want this free service.

For had the 
president admittedly been desirous of 
having a compromise, instead, blown the 
blast ns the New York paper wants and 
notified the North Carolina governor to 
climb down from out his tree, while mil- 
lions of Americans would have clu-erod, 
the New York Times would have severe- 
ly scored and denounced him as a lover 
of war and a desire to evoke the horrors 
of civil war. 


As a matter of fact the end is rather 


tame with no fractures and there have 
been no bugle blasts, but what would 
the people have1.' These are. the days of 
peace conferences, of Ilagues, of arbitra- 
tion, 
and President 
Roosevelt 
rather 


than stir the country with enthusiasm 
and possibly again thus cause tho stars 
and burs to wave in the south, which by 
the way the Vardamans and the Ulens 
would only be too glad to sei/.e an ex- 
cuse to waive, desired a compromise. He 
could easily have made trouble, possibly 
civil war. ami in pursuing the opposite 
path, have given the direct lie to every 
assertion made by such papers as tho 
New York Times and the yellow press, 
that Roosevelt had no balance wheels, 
that he would prefer trouble to peace.

"a. legal »cnse did not justify the judge 
and the jury in holding the prisoners 
guilty, and 'this being true, any other 
verdict might have justified the shriek- 
ing Darrows, that justice had been blind- 
ed. But had attorney Darrow been loss 
vindictive, less sensational, and 
less 


blood curdling, the verdict might have 
been just the same, but the after effect 
upon the public been more beneficial to 
the accused. It would be well in view 
of the testimony us furnished by this 
trial as showing the criminal methods 
emuloyed by the Western Federation of 
Miners, of its career of violence, for the 
friends of the acquitted accused to be 
much more moderate. There is no need 
of transport of joy as manifested by cer- 
tain organization*. It does not look well. 


But the law is uppermost and the al- 


leged criminal of whatever crime it may 
he° is certain of a fair and impartial trial 
in'this country. The result 
at 
Boise 


demonstrates that despite all the wild 
threat? such as were freely made betore 
the trial ever commenced, the law will 
surely take its due course. Justice will 
have its say, and acquittal or conviction 
will follow" just as judge and jury will 
view the evidence as directly convicting, 
^s to circumstantial evidence, and as 
more or less of this was given at Boise 
outside the direct evidence of Orchard, 
despite a',1 unfavorable impressions of the 
general public, many good men and cit- 
izens 
were more willing 
the accused 


should not be convicted by such than 
they were to he convicted. 


It 
would have been unfortunate to 


convict these accused by mere circum- 
stantial evidence for however convincing 
on the face, yet circumstantial evidence 
is sometimes' liable to sadly err. Yet.

The Acquittal of Haywooa. 


St I.ouis (Jlobe-Democrat: After long 


deliberation the jury in the trial of Wil- 
liam D. Haywood, secretary of the 'West- 
em Mediation of Miners, for compliciyt. 
in the murder of Governor Stupnbcrg of 
Idaho, returned a verdict of acquittal. 
This result is no surprise to those who 
intelligently followed the course of the 
trial for eleven weeks, and which form?, 


whole, one of the remarkable cases 
alleged conspiracy of assabination.; 


In view of the characteristics of the chief 
witness. Orchard, the verdict will be gen- 
erally approved. Orchard made himselt 
out to be such a monster, and poured out 
such a mass of 
revolting statements 


about his own. crimes, that he was dis- 
credited unless distinctly 
corroborated, 


and in this respect the prosecution failed 
to furnish decisive evidence. 
Orchard 


made oath that he had committed twen- 
tv-one murders, had a- guilty knowledge 
of thirty-two, and that the assassina- 
tions he had plotted or knew about ex- 
ceeded one hundred. The jury could not 
determine tho case on such testimony, 
and the public is of the same mind. 


But this verdict is no disproof of the 
h»r"e that there was a chain of assassi- 
atioV due to strikes and bitter feuds 
i labor organizations among the miners, 
he list of the foully slain is long, and 
ie indications of murderous conspiracy 
re many.

CHILD SUICIDES IN GERMANY. 


Mumber So Great That Causes Are Being 


Studied—Cities Not to Blame. 


Suicide among school children has be- 


j come so frequent iu Germany that the 
| authorities aro devotiug serious attention 


i to the causes of it. 
In Prussia alone 


j thero wort? 1152 cases between 1882 and 
| .1005. or something like three a month. 


Tiie yearly number has bot'U even great- 
er iu the last two years, it is said. 
A 


general discussion of the subject took 
plueu lately iu Berljn at a meeting of 
die Society of School Sanitation. 


Of the number given above, 812 cases 


were of children atteudxilg tho lower 
grade of schools and iri2 tiie higher, but 
in spite of thin the tendency to suicide 
appears to increase with age, as tbe 
number of children over 10 years who 
kill themselves was about four times as 
great as tho number below that age. 
The boya also were four timea as num- 
erous as the girls. 
In a sreat majority of cases the sui- 


cidal act was committed at home or 
near home and not at school or after 
leaving school. 
The causes, too, even 


when school matters 
"were 
connected 


with them, usually had their strongest 


I elements in the home. 
I 
In more than a third of the cases fear 


j of punishment, dread of examinations or 


j shame at failure to pass examinations 


I was tho prime cause. But in many of 
i these cases, perhaps a majority of them, 


it was tho attitude of tbe parents, actual 
or expected, that led directly to ttte 
deed. 
Tbe lack of correspondence between 


the actual powers of many children and 
tne results enacted from them by a rigid 
school system often form the basis o£ 
trouble. 
But the thing that renders it 


acuto is the assumption Of ttreflective 
parents that the child must be able to 
do what the school exacts of it—what 
other cbihlren do. 
"He cau if ho will," was described by 


one of tho speakers as a suicide provok- 
ing dictum, as common as it is foolish, 
since it ignores the fnrf that human be- 
ings are BO often deficient in tbe power 
to win. 
Ten per cent of tho children's sui- 


cides'were caused by insanjft' ot nervous 
excitation in a pathological degree. Some 
of thes6 cases •were traccaile to heredi- 
tary conditions, including ascoholism in 
tho parents. 
The remaining 
cases 
were 
almost 


without exception due to domestic causes, 
ranging from poverty to filuune at tbe 
misconduct of eolations, especially par- 
ents. 
The 
intltiftnce of morbid books 


was distinctly trace-able. 


No grounds could bo found for the 


theory that the conditions of modern city 
life led co suicide nmo'ig children. The 
proportion of cases was fufly as large 
in pl(ico« of tho 
smallest 
stee as in 


crowded centers of population. 


AUTOMATIC RIFLE. 


European Armies Experimenting With a 


Self-Loading Bapid Fire Weapon. 


The self-loading or automatic musket 


is now being seriously considered as the 
infantry arm of the future. The equip- 
ment of the great armies of tho world 
with ail improved ritle is hardly com- 
pleted when the mechanics begin work 
on a new weapon. At the recent exam- 
inations of the German war academy 
the automatic 
rille was 
one 
of the 


themes for discussion. Tbe piece now 
ou trial has a magazine holding ten car- 
tridges: tho recoil is utilized to load and 
cock. 
Consequently tiie soldier can re- 


maiu quietly in position, never removing 
his eyo from tho target, and tiro his ten 
shots. 
The advantages are that tho soldier 


with tho automatic gun can aim more 
quietly and securely, as there is no re- 
coil to the arm. He n«ed not move his 
arm or body, and his position Is better 
screened from the view of the enemy. At 
the long rauges 
now used in battlo tho 


movements- of the muskets or of 
the 


soldier's body often convey to the enemy 
the only clue to range and direction. 


Finally, the automatic gun insures a 


rapid tire similar to that 
of 
machine 


guns, with an aim more accurate than 
that of the present s»n. 
Tho only* disadvantage is the danger 


that '.he ammunition uiay be fired away 
too soon, but this can be preveuted by 
proper training in so-called firo disci- 
pline or tire control. 


Even with the present arm the soldier 


can lire away all his ammunition in a 
few uiinules. 
The first battle, however, 


usually teaches him the 
great 
disad- 


vantage of being without ammunition iu 
an action. 


An army with a superior weapon (or 


one regarded as superior) has a great ad- 
vnuiage in confidence, aud will foel itself 
Ptroilger. 
Por nil these reasons the in- 


trnJuL-lion of a self-loading musket is 
onlv a question of time. 


France is reported to have perfected 


an automatic gun, and Gerrnauy 
has 


been at work ou one for yours. In Italy 
nn automatic musket holding twenty-five 
charges in the raagazUie has been pro- 
posed. 
A regiment in defending a posi- 


tion with the present gun of six car- 
tridges in the magazine can firo in two 
luinntes about -132.000 shots, whereas one 
iimn-d with the self-loading 
piece 
of 


twenty-five cartridges in the rongazine 
could "fire in tho samo time 1.125,000 
shots. 


Marriages in Germany. 


In Germany there are more mercenary 


marriages than anywhere else in the 
world," said William Bnrdal, United

consul at Bamberg, Germany. 


"This is uot a rejection on the German 
people. 
It does not mean that they are 


uioro grasping than the people of other 
nations: it means that the density of 
population and the great number of poor 
people mnke it necessary for young folks 
to consider the financial side of marriage. 
Here in America, where we nro making 
lots of money, fortune hunters are inoru 
rare. 


"The young man in Germany 
who 


makes 2000 marks « year—about $500 in 
our money—is considered to have a fairly 
good living. But how can he support a 
wife ou that? Hence the questions be- 
fore the contract of how much tiie 
young woman's family will give her ou 
her wedding day niu! hnw much of nn 
inheritance the youug man will have."

Thomas Jefferson's reference to the Mat- 
tapcnies and Pamc.nkies still occupying 
in 1787 small holdings in King William 
county, on the streams bearing 
their 
names.—American Geographical Society, 
cletj. 


SUICIDE AMONG SAVAGES. 


Just About 8.5 Frequent as Among People 


W Highly Civilizad Lands. 


Explorers rarely mention the fact that 


suicide is prevalent among barbarous 
.".nd,savage tribes as well as in civilized 
countries.. Many travelers never hear of 
it, and what we know about this prac- 
tice ani'jug primitive peoples comes to 
us chiclly from missionaries and other 
white men who live long among them. 


From all they tell us it seems that 


suicide is as frequent among untutored 
folk as in highly civilized countries in 
proportion to population. 
W>. might 


think that living on u simpler plane 
they were less _subject than we are to 
worriment aud intense nervous strain. 
Their troubles may be different 
from 


o;irs, but they are just as intense; and 
here or there a man, woman or child 
reaches a point where- life is u burden 
to bo got rid o£ somehow or other. 


We are apt td.tliiuk that our kind 


nf civilization develops in us acutcness of 
feeling and a degree of sensitiveness to 
which the savage is a stranger. 
The 


fact is that a great many so-called sav- 
ages are as easily and rip deeply hurt by 
real or imaginary uukindness, injustice 
or misfortune as we are. 


A wlulo ago a young man of the Efik 


tribe, in West Africa, was accused of 
stealing some-tiling 
from 
one 
of 
the 


white traders. lie simply could not en- 
dure the accusation. 
He told a friend 


that he did not wish to live any longer 
and soon went o.uictly into the bush 
aud killed himself. 


There are influences we never 
feel 


that weigh heavily upon the 
lives of 


those less favored mortals. 
The dark 


superstitions that wrap them around are 
among t)i8m. 
I£ we believe many of 


the things that are filled With real ter- 
ror to them tha suicidal tendency might 
become still greafe'r in civilized lands. 


A black man on the tower 
Niger 


made a good living by turning logs in- 
to canoes for the white traders. lie 
was a faithful 
workman, but 
in • the 


course of time it was evident that he 
had come to be unhappy, though he 
would not talk of his troubles. 
One 


day he shot himself, but a skillful doc- 
tor kept him alive. 
' 


The poor fellow said he didn't wish to 


live. 
He said tbe spirits of tbe trees 


among which he worked had become hos- 
tile toliim and were bent ou taking his 
life. 
The fellow was not crazy, but 


his head was filled with the superstitions 
that fotichisM breeds and his life had 
become a burden. 


TJicse olxildren of nature also are far 
more impulsive than the average civil- 
ized person. They are often unreason- 
ing and do rash things on tbo spur of 
the moment, and ot the whole are a 
little KIOTO likely to do them than we 
are. 
NOt long ago a native of east 


Africa wns s'colifrd by bis wife one 
morning, whfireapoa he hanged him- 
self from the limb of a tree. His ex- 
aggerated impulsiveness really cost him 
his life. 
It has often been said in civilized 


lands that no one can commit suicide 
by simply holding his brtfath. 
This is 


not said in Africa, however. 
Mr. Leo- 


nard, who has lived long on the Lower 
Niger, say$ that one of the commonest 
methods ot self-destruction 
there 
is 


simply to refrain from breathing. 


Though this seems almost a physical 


ibflifr, 
it 
is 
accomplished in 


Africa by the fiercest determination not 
to breathe, and Mr. Leonard thinks that 
the victims of this kind of suicide are 
usually . persons who imagine that ma- 
lignant BQlrits or other evil influences 
aro trying to ruin them. 


WOMEN IN SUPREME COURT. 


Twenty-eight Have Been Admitted—Mrs. 


Bclva Lockwood the Pioneer. 


Miss Ida M. Mayers of this city, who 


was admitted to.practice before the su- 
premo court yesterday, is the twenty- 
eighth member of the tender sei to at- 
tain that distinction. 
Tho first woman to become a member 


of that bar was Belva A. Lockwood, 
who was first denied the privilege on the 
ground there was no authority for wom- 
en to practice before the court. 
She 


then secured tho passage of a special 
law admitting women to the bar oa an 
equal footing with men, and as eoou as 
the bill was signed she appeared and 
took tho customary oath on March 3, 
1S70. 
It was not until sis years later that 


Mrs. Lockwood lost her monopoly of 
rights, aad since then applicants have 
appeared every years or so. They are 
scattered all the way from Mass_achn- 
setts to California, each of which is the 
residence of two women who are mem- 
bers of the high bar. This city has the 
greatest number—Kis, Illinois and Wis- 
consin have four each, Nebraska three, 
Pennsylvania two and Arizona, Connecti- 
cut, Missouri, Now Jersey and Montana 
one each. 
All four of the Wisconsin members 


belong to one family—Mrs. Kate Pier 
and her three daughters, who are active 
practitioners in Milwaukee. 
The eldest 


daughter. Miss Kale H. Pier, the first 
of the family to be admitted, bad as her 
sponsor tiie then Senator William F. 
Yilas of Wisconsin. Later her next ais- 
ter was admitted on her motion, and 
afterward she introduced her 
mother 


and youngest sister on the some day. 
Comparatively few of the women ad- 


mitted avail themselves of the privi- 
leges, the conspicuous exceptions being 
Mrs. Lockwood, who has appeared fre- 
quently and last term argued an Indian 
case, and. Mrs. Sarah Herring Soim of 
Tucson City, Ariz,, who was admitted 
about a year ago and is the attorney of 
•ecord in a case on call next _ week. 
Iliss Meyers, the latest addition to tho 


ranks, is a pood looking young woman, 
apparently 2o or 24 years of ape, and 
is the senior member of a law firm hero 
which makes a specialty of practice be- 
fore the court of claims.—Washingtoa 
Herald.

There are weeds in .this 
country 


against which extermination laws have' 
jeeu passed which hold in their leaves, 
steins or roots medicinal properties which 
have a value in the work 6£ preserving 
the health of the nation. It is possible, 
in ridding land of weeds in order that 
•rops may be grown, to make of the up- 
•ooted "pests" n source of income. More- 
ivcr it is possible to maintain upon laud 
riven over as worthless for crop-growing 
iurposes a weed plantation, which, after 
the harvest, will prove itself to be not 
'ess profitable than some of the tilled 
fields.

the effect that our conspicuous and spoc- 
tncuar trials "~well tho lawyers' heads 
and belittle the law." is shared by an 
increasing nunioer of Americans- U is 
doubtful if many judges or lawyers ac- 
tual'iy believe that a 
weil-nigii inter- 


minable- duel between opp'^ing lawyers- 
or between lawyers and expert witnesses 
is an aid to justice. Especially 
\vlii>ii 


an accused has great wealth and i? abie 
to carry ou au indefinite contest running 
through weeks und mouths, the qnoytio:! 
arises whether justice cau be nerved und 
saved without permitting ti;r> duration 
of the trial to be limited'by noti'.iiiir «s- 
cept the wishep of counsel and the pun-? 
of ihfl client. 
It is not simply (. question of enor- 


mous cost to the public: it is a question 
of practically monopolizing the court, to 
the exclusion of other important busi- 
ness for an indefinite period. 
To say 
that there is no remedy for these abuses 
is to admit a very glaring defect in our 
system of justice. Many times it is ob- 
vious that the real purpose of the pro- 
longed struggle is not to secure but to 
defeat justice. 
Still tte courts seem 


powerless to interfere. There should be 
no clamor, indeed, for noy procedure that 
would denj justice, but the question Is 
pressing hard upon us whether or not 
there is nuy way of securing justice ex- 
cept by the present practice of letting the 
trial go ou as long as counsel desire to 
drag it. The 
interminable length of 


many trials comes dangerously near be- 
ing n burlesque and a scandal.—C&»e 
and Comment. 


END OF FAMOUS WAESHIP. 


The Old Frijate Saratoga Sails Her List 


Voyage. 


Another naval vessel has sailed her last 


voyage, and is now awaiting the orders 
of the government as to what shall be 
done with her. 
She is the old frigate 


Saratoga, which, since 1SS9, has b«en 
used 
by the 
Pennsylvania 
Nautical 


school, and is now tied up at the League 
Islam} yard. 
An investigation WR« re- 


cently made to find how much repairing 
would be necessary to make her a safe 
sea-going vessel, and some parts of her 
were found to be beyond repair. 
The 


shape of the bow of the Saratoga has 
been the main cause, the orJicials say, of 
her wrenched and crumbled condition. 
It does not cut the waves, but rather 
breasts them. 
Ea'rly this year, when 


Commander Charles N. Atwater, retired, 
superintendent of the school, und eighty 
students were tailing the old frigate 
about 200 miles north of Bermuda Isl- 
ands, they encountered a heavy storm, 
and every wave seemed to nearly toar 
the ship apart. They decided to return 
to League Island for repairs, and there 
it was found that her bow had been 
vrrenched three inches out of plumb. Tbe 
Saratoga was the first of a number of 
sloops-of-war built in the old navy/yard 
at Kittery, Me., is 1S42, and was 
equipped with four guns. 
The follow- 


ing year Commodore Perry hoisted hit 
pennant on the Saratoga, and sailed In 
her to the coant of Africa to help in 
putting down the slave trade. 
In Feb- 


ruary, 1S47. Admiral Farragut took com- 
mand of her v.-hile be was a captain. For 
a year the vessel was ou blockade duty 
off the coast of Mexico, and then re- 
turned north. 
She was in Commodore 
Perry's fleet when tha: officer wen: to 
Japan in 1S52 to open up the ports of 
that country to American 
commerce. 


Various captains commanded her during 
the civil war. and sbe barely escaped 
destruction in Hampton Roads when the 
Cumberland was sum1;. During the lare 
'70s and early '80s she was used as a 
training «!iip. one of her commanders be- 
ing Hear Admiral Robley D. Evans, at 
that time a lieutenant-commander, and 
now in command of the Atlantic fleet at 
the Jamestown exposition. 
On Septem- 


ber 11, 1S89, she was turned over to the 
Pennsylvania Nautical school. The Sar- 
atoga may be used as a receiving ship.—* 
New York Evening Post.

Now people are 
wondering if the ship must wait for tho 
next Congress to appropriate enough to 
finish the Cumberland, or if she will b« 
put in commission practically a» she Is.
